Cdebaca was _ initially 
scheduled to be charged for

If that trend contin- 
ues, Compo said that the 
building and zoning depart- 
ment would be $57,500 in 
the hole without the layoff 
by Sept. 30, the end of the 
county’s fiscal budget year. 

Last year, the county sub- 
sidized the building and 
zoning department by 
$17,000 from its general 
fund budget. 

The building and zoning 
department’s revenues are 
low because there is not a 
great deal of permits being 
issued for new construction 
as well as the increased cost 
of running the department, 
said Building and Zoning 
Director Joe Duran. 

“We’re slow, but that’s 
the whole State of 
Michigan, not just 
Grayling,’ Duran said.

Duran, however, is keep- 
ing busy out in the field. He 
continues to due inspec- 
tions on permits that have 
been renewed.

TEA PARTY — The 21st century 
version of the Tea Party rebellion 
is alive and well. 

About 200 “delegates” to a Tea 


Party Convention got together in 


Holt on the day before Flag Day 
_ 2009, and put their emphasis on 
tax reforms. 

According to printed reports of 
the “convention,” those attending 
‘ voted on four possible questions to 
put to a statewide vote in the 2010 
Michigan election. 

The so-called “Fair Tax,” which 
_ would repeal Michigan’s income, 
sales tax, and business taxes, and 
replace them with a straight but 

broader statewide sales tax led the 
way, . 

Michigan’s six percent sales tax 
on most purchases (with food and 
prescription drugs the most promi- 

ment exceptions) is limited by the 
state constitution. 

Presumably the new Fair Tax on 
sales would be much higher and 
reach many more products, includ- 
ing probably taxes on services. 


The other three proposals called . 


for a two-thirds majority in each 
house of the state legislature to 
raise any taxes; spending limits on 


both state and local governinents; 
and limiting government employ- 
ees’ benefits to the average level 


paid for benefits to workers in the - 


private sector. 
x * 

REGRESSIVE TAX -— The sales 
tax is a regressive tax, and in that 
sense certainly would not be a Fair 
Tax if it is applied to life’s basic 
needs. 

As an example: The salary of the 
speaker of the state house of repre- 
sentatives is a bit over $100,000 a 
year in taxpayer money. 

If the speaker spends about $200 
a week at the supermarket for a 
family of four, and a worker in the 
private sector who is paid $10 an 
hour or about $21,000 a year goes 
to the same supermarket and 
spends the same $200 per week for 
his/her family, the speaker and the 
wage-camer would be paying the 
same amount in sales tax. 

If the sales tax were 10 percent, 
each would pay $20 per week in 
sales tax, or about $10,000 a year. 
But the sales tax leaves the 
$100,000 speaker with $90,000 for 
other spending, while the $20,000 
wage earner has only $10,000 left 


- Of course, the $100,000 speaker 
probably would spend more 
money both at the supermarket and 
in other taxable ways, and there- 
fore pay more total sales tax; but 


_the weight of the sales tax is much, 


much heavier on the wage earner 
in everything. 

That makes the sales tax a 
regressive tax, and certainly is not 
a Fair Tax in any sense of the 
word.

ALTERNATIVES - The four 
propositions considered at the Holt 
gathering illustrate one of the fun- 
damental dilemmas facing the Tea 
Party advocates.

From all indications, this 
spring appears to be devel- 
oping into a “banner” year 
for the Eastern Tent 
Caterpillar (ETC) insect. A 
quick survey around 
Crawford County reveals 
many of the telltale webs or 
“silken tents” created by 
this insect pest. ETC feeds 
mostly of wild or ‘scrub’ 
cherry trees 
throughout the county in old 
fields, on the edges of 
woodlots or along the road- 
side. 

Occasionally, the ETC 
will also lay its eggs and 
nest on cultivated fruit trees 
in home orchards as well. 

ETC is an insect that 
chews and feeds on the 
leaves of its host plant. The 
damage to trees can occa- 
sionally be severe — espe- 
cially if a single cherry tree 
is infested by several 
colonies (tents) of ETC. 
These hairy caterpillars feed 
on foliage in and around the 
tent during the day and usu- 
ally return to the colony at 
night. 

At first, both the caterpil- 
jars and tents are small in 


. size. However, as feeding 


continues, both the caterpil- 
lars and silken tents get larg- 
er in size, Severe outbreaks 
of ETC typically occur 
about every 8 years or so. 
Many people often con- 
fuse ETC with another leaf 
eating pest common to the 
area — the gypsy moth. 


growing | 


However, these two insects 
are not the same, ETC 
hatches much earlier in the 
spring, confines its feeding 
to cherry and other fruit 
trees and is the only insect 
in the spring to form the 
characteristic web or tent. 

Gypsy moth, on the other 
hand, hatches after the ETC 
insect and does not really 
become noticeable until 
mid-late May and into June. 
Gypsy moth caterpillars 
also feed on a large variety 
of deciduous, hardwood tree 
species — especially oaks, 
birches and aspen (popples), 

Another big difference 
between these two insects is 
that the gypsy moth insect 
does .not form any type of 
web or nest. Therefore, 
what most people are seeing 
is the ETC and their silken 
webs. 

And to confuse the issue 
further, in some areas we 
are also experiencing an 
outbreak of a third hairy, 
tree leaf-eating caterpillar 

. called the Forest Tent 
Caterpillar, 

About every 15 years or 
so, populations of the Forest 
Tent Caterpillar rises in 
many of our sugar maple 
dominated hardwood 
forests. 

In 2008, there was some 
spotty defoliation by this 
insect, but this year their 
presence is much more evi- 
dent. 


In .2009, some areas 


around Gaylord are starting 
to see some very noticeable 
defoliation. It's clearly vis- 
ible feeding right now and 
still has a few weeks to go 
before pupating. 

Despite its name, the 
Forest Tent Caterpillar does 
not make nests or tents in 
the crotch of trees (that’s 
Eastern Tent). But the 
caterpillar sometimes spin 
thin “cords” of web up and 
down the trunk of trees to 
help caterpillars navigate 
their way up and down the 
trunk. 

A side-by-side compari- 
son of these caterpillars also 
shows some major differ- 
ences, While all three are 
hairy caterpillars, the larval 
or caterpillar stage of these 
insects reveals totally differ- 
ent markings on the bodies 
of the caterpillars. 

ETC have several differ- 
ent markings and colors on 
them, but the most revealing 


characteristic is a solid, 


white-to-yellow stripe that 
runs down the center (or 
back) of the caterpillar 
when full-grown. The 
Forest Tent Caterpillar has 
small white or creamy col- 
ored spots along its back 
that resemble footprints or 
keyholes in shape. 

In comparison, a full- 
grown gypsy moth caterpil- 
Jar does not have stripes or 
keyholes; instead, the gypsy 
moth has a prominent set of 
spots or dots on the body of

the caterpillar.. 

Typically a full-grown 
gypsy moth caterpillar has a 
yellow head that is followed 
by five sets of blue spots 
and then by seven sets of red 
spots on the back. 

The other trait that all 
three insects share is that the 
adult stage of these insects 
isa moth. Again, the timing 
of the emergence of these 
adult moths is different with 
the ETC emerging first, fol- 
lowed by Forest Tent and 
then the gypsy moth, 

Chemical control | for 
these leaf eating insects .is 
very similar if homeowners 
feel the need to control 
severe outbreaks. There are 
several traditional chemical 
pesticides containing the 
active ingredients such as 
malathion, carbaryl, of 


-cyfluthrin that will work as 


well ‘as biological sprays 
such as Bacillus thuringien- 
sis or Bt that can be used to 
contro! both insects. For 
the ETC, homeowners can 
also just take a broom or 
rake and pull the nests’ out 
of the tree and “squish” 
them on. the ground. This 
works better when the tents 
are small in size — especial- 
ly if you’re squeamish about 
insects,

McNamara said, “Any kind

McNamara said he was 
anxious and proud to watch.

McNamara graduated 
from Harvard University in 
2007, were he earned a bach- 
elor’s degree in classic liter- 
ature involving the study of 
Greece and Rome. He was 
one of eight class marshals 
for his graduation, a presti- 
gious honor that allows him 
to continue to be part of 
commencement ceremonies 
at the Ivy League school 
throughout his lifetime.

The scholarship would have 
required McNamara to stay 
in Korea for a year. 

“That’s probably one of 
the last places f would like to 
find myself right now,” he 
said. “There’s definitely a 
heated conflict brewing 
there, and I don’t want to be 


_ part of that.” 


As part of his fellowship, 
McNamara will continue to 
study Greek and Latin, He 
said he will teach and learn a 
modern, applicable use for 
Latin, even though it has not 
been used as a language for 
2,000 years.
